7. A method according to claim 2 wherein the solvent includes an alkali selected 
from an alkali hydroxide, alkali carbonate and mixtures thereof. 

8. A method according to claim 2 wherein the alkali is sodium hydroxide, 
sodixmi carbonate or mixture thereof — 


12. A method according to claim 1, characterised in that the solution is heated for 
a period of between 1 to 1,400 hours, thereby increasing antimicrobial activity of the 
polymers. 

2/ 13. A method according to claim 1, characterised in that the solution is heated for 

a period in the range of from 4 to 60 hours. 
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
